When she was a little girl, her father 
taught her the value of reading, a lesson she 
learned so well that almost half a century 
later she found herself retiring, from a life 
that has been bound on all sides by books of 
many varieties. 

She is Betty Lu Williams, who at 62, retired 
on May 1 after a 38-year association with the 
Antioch Township Library, acting as head 
librarian for 24 years.

watch, honoring her for her years of service 
to the local reading community. 

Betty Lu,- one of village's elder 
states women, comes from a long line of An- 
tioch dignitaries, starting with her grand-' 
father, Daniel Williams, the founder of the 
Williams Bros. Dept. Store in 1871. It was one 
of the first, and once one of the oldest, 
businesses in- town— He also served as the 
village's postmaster, having the post office 
located right in the store. 

Her uncle Edgar Williams was a village 
trustee in the early 1900s and her father, Ray 
Williams, was once a local doctor who also 
served as the school physician. -. 
..Betty Lu'sfather did a good job in teaching 
the love of the written word to his family 
seeing that Betty Lu's only brother was also 
a librarian in Iowa . ™ 

She started out as an assistant to Antioch's 
librarian in the early 1940s when it was just a 
couple of small rooms located above Pickus' 
( Continued on Page 3 )

Like any other coach,- Andrews was always 
striving to end. each season with a winning 
team, a feat he often accomplished, but it is 
all "the good, nice kids, that made it for. me," 
that are his favorite memories^— 

He says that the fact that many of his 
players went on to play good junior college 
and college ball, four playing.in the Big 10, is 
one of his greatest rewards. 

He also mentioned that he is very pleased 
that- a lot of his boys- are doing well in 
business and industry. . 

Twenty of Andrews' 25 coaching years - 
were spent at Antioch during which his 
teams won eight Northwest Surburban Con- 
ference (NWSC) champions,- six Illinois 
High School Assn. (IHSA) regional crowns, 
one IHSA sectional title and once won mem- 
bership in the state's Elite Eight. 



EighTof Andrews' teams won 20 games or 
more but three teams stand out in his mind 
as having different characteristics. 

The 1966-67 team 1 brought Antioch its first 
regional title and still, holds the school record 
.for the- most wins, 26-5; Don Zeamy, An- 
drews' successor, was_a member of that 
team. 

Tyronne Walls, whom Andrews claims is 
possibly the-best-cager=in=Antioch historyr 
led the Sequoits that year. 

The 1973-74 team_stands out in Andrews' 
memory because of its five starters, who
